WRATH IN THE United States 
was prompt. In its wake Gen. 
Risenhower ordered Gen. Patton to 
report personally on his adminis- 
tration and explain the statement 
Subsequently Gen. Patton, Oct. 2, 
was relieved of his 3rd Army com- 
mand and took over the 15th, a 
paper army whose duty was to pre- 
pare reports on lessons learned 
during the war and recommenda- 
tions for the future

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Three Wasted Months 


The strike at Windsor ended when the 
Ford employees voted 72 per cent strong 
to go back to work. The dispute has not 
been settled. The company and the union 
are to negotiate for ten days in an attempt 
to reach agreement. If they fail the whole 
matter will be turned over to an arbitrator, 
to be chosen by Hon. Humphrey Mitchell 
from among the judges of the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

The 99 day tie-up thus ends in an 
arrangement that could as well have been 
made before the strike occurred. Because 
it was not made then, 10,000 men and their 
families have lost more than three months’ 
wages; the company has lost the profits 
and maintenance expenses it would have 
received from the sale of cars and trucks; 
Windsor businessmen have lost business; 
the public have lost the use of the transport 
vehicles which could have been, but were 
not, turned out. 

Nobody has made any money out of 
the interruption. All parties concerned, in- 
cluding the public, have lost money—and 
will never get it back. Such are the results 
which follow a stoppage of production of 
goods which are in demand, anywhere, 
any time and for any reason. When and 
where production is halted, however and 
for whatever cause, the creation of wealth 
comes to a standstill and there is nothing 
to divide up. The company, its employees 
the people of Windsor, and the public at 

large are poorer because for three months 
a great employing and producing concern 
employed nobody and produced nothing. 

The end result is a settlement by nego- 
tiation, followed if necessary by arbitra- 
tion. If that is a victory for either disput- 
ant it has been dearly bought, and brings 
no tangible reward. The bargain could 
have been struck, with no disadvantage to 
either party, last September, and all the 
Joss and bitterness of the long deadlock 
thus avoided. 

That is the plain and suggestive fact 
which employees and employers every- 
where would do well to ponder. Stopping

Thus far Buffalo seems to hold the 
snow record for the continent. The score 
there is 68 inches, the whole consignment 
having been delivered in a whirling blizzard 
which extended over a couple of days. Still 
with storms sweeping the Atlantic and the 


coastal states and provinces, the city by 
the Falls may not iong hold its uncoveted 
distinction. 

On the other side of the continent, Van- 
couver people are busy explaining that 
they can hardly remember when the wea- 
ther was so cold.

For whatever reason, and as so often 
happens, people in Alberta have fared bet- 
ter, so far, than those living anywhere 
within the temperate belt. Better in the 
sense that temperatures here have been 
nearer normal] than in other areas, the 
mercury has seldom gone more than a few 
degrees below zero, and we have accumu- 
lated only six inches of snow at Edmon- 
ton up to date.

Former Parliamentarian Tells Personal Story of— 


What It Costs to be M. P. 


Sacrifices to Carry Out Duties in House of Commons 


Says Members Are Far From Being “Privileged” Class and Many Make Great

I was somewhat amazed at your 
editorial where you refer to the 
| “MP's as a Privileged Class,” Be- 


cause I was once an MP and know | 
something of the financial sacrifices | 


which our members of Parliament 
are required to make I thought that 
a few statistics covering the actual- 
ities of the situation might be illum- 
inating to your understanding, and 
—hbanish the thought!—might pos- 
sibly lead you to a change of atti- 
} tude on the proposal to raise the 
sessional indemnity by $2,000 and to 
exempt the same from income taxa- 
tion, 

In the year previous to my entry 
to the House of Commons my net 
income from professional activities 
was about $7,500 to $8,000, the in- 
{ demnity at that time was reduced 
| by 10 per cent so that I gave up a 
practice twice as remunerative as 
| the then sessional indemnity of 
| $3,600, and found at the end of the 
then Parliament that I had no prac- 
| tice whatsoever, no likelihood of 

re-election, that the mortgage was 

still in arrears on my house, and 
with my health broken, the home 
still to be kept up, and my wife and 


| two young children entirely depen- | 


dent upon my resources. It was in- 
deed a very bleak prospect. 
Ok Ok 

WELL WHAT DIDI do? I aban- 
| doned political life and took a job 
| of uncertain tenure, and, unlike the 
| permanent civil servaut, without 
| benefit of pension. What did the 
| others do who did not come back to 
the House of Commions, and who 
were not as fortunate as myself’ 
They simply tock it on the chin 
and went into poverty and oblivion 
neglected and forgotten by the 
press and the country which they 
tried so nobly—-and in many cases 
so very ably—to serve. No, Mr 
Editar, the average MP is not a 
| privileged fellow, for he is in the 
words of the Master, “the servant 
of all.” Present conditions and your 
editorial put him in a group where 
he is most truly described as a

and if it is a good thing to have the 


average Canadian in our House of

Rivalling Those of “Hungry 


Thirties”. Should Be Other Ways of Settling Labor

During the past six years 
people of Canada and the United 
States have enjoyed a full measure 
of peace and prosperity, while the 
peoples in the war zones have lived 
in a perpetual state of fear, have 
been blasted out of their homes and 
have suffered privations in many 
cases to the point of starvation and 
death. Now that the World War is 
over and peace has returned to 
those war-smitten countries, a Te- 


| action seems to have set in on this 


continent, and we have changed 
from a state of wartime peace to 
one of peace-time labor war. 
These were my first refiections 
on entering the strike-smitten city 
of Windsor. There were, of course, 
no signs of physical warfare, for the 
residential and business sections of 


| the city were quite peaceful and 


| things seemed to be going on as 
usual. But as I came into contact 
with people in various walks of 
| life I felt that they were living in 
ja state of extreme tension. The 
strike had been on for nearly three 
months. It had been entered into 
by the men with enthusiasm and 


their union. But as the weeks and 
months passed by and one confer 
ence after another had failed to 
bring about a peaceful settlement 
a tense feeling of hope-deferred 
and of the futility of the strike 
prevailed. 

I took the bus to No. 1 Ford plant 
where there had been riotous 
scenes some weeks before, but I 
found the streets around deserted 
except for about 25 pickets milling 
two abreast in a close cirele at the 
main entrance. A larger group was 
circling about the entrance of the 
power house. A bleak wind was 
blowing from the river and the 
men were hunched up with the 
cold, I felt sorry for them, and I 
was reminded of much larger 
groups of unemployed men gather- 
ed day after day outside of plants 
| and employment offices in Toronto 
during the depression years. But 
here the situation was reversed, 
for instead of seeking jobs these 
|}men were there to prevent the 
work of a great industry from be- 
ing carried on.

IF HE CAN PARTICIPATE in 
guch an enterprise with the consid- 
erate co-operation of the Allies who 
fought at his side during the war, 

*he will have rendered as great & 
service to the world in peace as he 
did in war 

Stalin's story is one of idealistic 
youth, courage, adventure, and 
great achievement. He was appar- 
ently the devoted son of humble 
parents—a fine mother and a 
peasant shoemaker father in south- 
ern Russia. 

As a young man Stalin had been 
expelled from a religious seminary 
for his radical views. He became 
e bitter opponent of Czarism—a 
revolutionary who “expropriated’ 
government funds by robbing banks 
to aid the revolution. He was exiled 
to Siberia five times and five times 
he escaped 

While in Russia I traveled exten- 


sively. I saw their industry, their 
army, their great wealth. I studied 
their budget, their plarts, their 
achievements and their leaders 


And I came to the conclusion that 
but for the great executive ability 
and wisdom of one powerful indi- 
vidual, this greatest economic Trevo- 
lution in history could not have suc-

It was not until 1938 
when I was saying goodbye to Pre-| 
mier Molotov that I first personally 
met Marshal Stalin at the Kremlin 

I was particularly struck by the 
informal friendliness and kindliness 
of his greeting, the obvious human 
qualities which would draw men to 


him. But he also gave me the im- 
pression of great eapacity and 
power. 


AGAIN IN 1943, as Special Envoy 
for President Roosevelt, I met the 
Marshal in Moscow. I had long 
conferences in the Kremlin with 
him and Premier Molotov, in the 
course of which we discussed for 
hours the international situation 
and its problems 

He looked older and worn—bdut 
fit. There was more wire-edge in 
his demeanor. He gave me the im- 
pression of beitg a man with his 
guard up. 

Only a few months before Prime 
Minister Churchill had visited Mos- 
cow to explain the change in plans, 
the delay in delivery of supplies 
and the inability to open a second 
front in France. That was a bitter 
disappointment to the Soviet be- 
cause of the load which the Red 
Army was carrying 

| WAS IMPRESSED by the num- 
ber of times he used the word 
“why?” He was frank to the point 
of bluntness. The facts of any situ- 
ation discussed were at the tip of 
his tongue.

I came away from Moscow in 
1943 with the conviction § that!
